To  either  of  the  Constables  of  Enfield, 

Greeting  : 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, you  are  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhab- 
itants of  the  town  of  Enfield  qualified  to  vote  in  elec- 
tions and  in  town  affairs  to  meet  in  the  town  hall  in 
said  Enfield  on  Monday,  the  16th  day  of  March  inst., 
at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on 
the  following  articles,  viz. : 

Artice  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  officers  of  the  town  and 
act  thereon. 

Art.  3.  To  choose  three  Selectmen,  one  Town  Clerk,  one 
Town  Treasurer,  three  Assessors,  one  School  Committee  for 
three  years,  one  Road  Commissioner  for  three  years,  two 
Constables,  an  Auditor,  and  to  vote  in  answer  to  the  question: 
Shall  licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  in  this  town?  by  yes  or  no. 

Art.  4,  To  choose  all  other  necessary  officers,  and  to  act 
on  any  other  business  that  may  come  legally  before  said 
meeting. 

Art.  5.  To  determine  the  manner  of  repairing  the  high- 
ways and  bridges  for  the  year  ensuing. 
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Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  list  of  J urymen 
selected  by  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  7.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard 
to  support  of  street  lamps. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  a  discount  on 
taxes  paid  on  or  before  a  certain  day,  and  how  much. 

Art.  9.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing  year 
and  to  appropriate  the  same. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  Treasurer  be  authorized,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of 
taxes  for  the  ensuing  year  and  to  issue  notes  of  the  town 
therefor,  and  the  debts  incurred  under  the  authority  of  this 
vote  to  be  paid  from  said  taxes. 

Art.  11.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  appro- 
priating the  Dog  tax  refunded  to  the  town  for  the  benefit  of 
Library  association  of  Enfield. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  establish  a  rate  for  col- 
lection of  taxes. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  a  certain  sum  of 
money  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Grand  Army  Post  of 
Enfield  Memorial  day. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appoint  a  Church  Ceme- 
tery Commissioner  whose  duty  shall  be  to  expend  the  income 
of  the  bequests  to  the  town,  not  to  exceed  4  per  cent.,  for  the 
care  of  the  burial  lots  for  which  it  was  intended. 

Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
any  money  for  the  Public  Library. 

Art.  16.  By  petition  of  William  Lisk  and  18  others  to 
see  if  the  town  will  replace  the  heater  in  the  new  School  build- 
ing with  a  new  one  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

Art.  17.  By  petition  of  W.  H.  H.  Markham  and  13  others, 
to  see  what  the  town  will  do  in  regard  to  getting  a  new  bridge 
or  repairing  the  old  one  at  Smith's  and  appropriate  money 
for  the  same.

SCHOOL  COMMITTEES'  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Enfield: 

At  the  annual  meeting  held  March  17,  1902,  Mrs. 
Fanny  N.  Downing  was  chosen  a  member  of  the  School 
Committee  for  three  years.  The  committee  had  a  meet- 
ing speedily  at  the  store  of  W.  F.  Howe  and  chose 
Wm.  B.  Kimball  chairman,  and  William  F.  Howe  sec- 
retary, treasurer  and  agent  for  the  purchase  and  care  of 
school  books  and  supplies.  It  was  decided  to  have 
seven  schools  during  the  year,  and  teachers  were  elect- 
ed as  follows:  No.  1,  Florence  M.  Peck;  No.  2,  Edith 
L.  Watson;  No.  3,  Annie  B.  Edwards;  No.  4,  Anna 
Marie  Neis ;  No.  5,  Elsie  P.  Thayer;  No.  6,  Ethel  M. 
Webber;  No.  7,  Rachel  Kennedy.  Miss  Peck,  whose 
school  had  already  begun  and  who  had  served  in  No.  1 
with  great  acceptance  during  the  previous  year,  taught 
only  one  week  and  then  resigned  her  position  on  ac- 
count of  sickness.  Miss  Myrtie  Burdette  was  secured 
to  take  her  place  and  after  teaching  two  days  she  was 
taken  sick  and  her  place  was  filled  by  Miss  Myrtie  Nute, 
who  taught  for  four  days ;  then  Miss  Burdette  resumed 
her  position  and  did  excellent  work  throughout  the 
year.  Miss  Edith  L.  Watson,  who  had  taught  the 
school  in  No.  2  very  acceptably  during  the  previous 
year,  served  for  one  term  of  14  weeks  and  then  re- 
signed her  position.  She  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Ada 
L.  Harwood,  one  of  our  citizens,  a  very  capable  and 
successful  teacher.  Miss  Edwards,  who  had  taught  in 
No.  3  two  terms  already,  had  good  success  this  year  for 
30  weeks,  when  she  resigned  and  returned  to  her  home 
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in  Maine.  Miss  Kennedy  was  elected  to  the  vacant 
place,  a  promotion  very  gladly  given  to  a  faithful  and 
efficient  teacher  of  our  own  town.  Miss  Neis,  who  was 
faithful  and  successful  in  No.  4  for  three  terms,  re- 
signed her  position  at  the  close  of  the  Fall  term.  She 
was  succeeded  by  Miss  Vera  Billings,  who  still  has  the 
school  in  excellent  condition.  She  evidently  under- 
stands how  to  deal  with  and  teach  the  little  children.  In 
No.  5  Miss  Thayer  continues  to  teach  successfully. 
Here  can  be  seen  the  advantages  and  benefits  of  contin- 
uous service.  In  No.  6  Miss  Webber  with  a  smaller 
school,  but  with  some  older  scholars  not  so  well  classi- 
fied, has  shown  what  diligence  and  careful  service  can 
accomplish.  No.  7,  which  occupies  an  unique  position 
all  by  itself,  has  been  prospered.  The  number  of  pu- 
pils is  not  large,  but  it  is  more  favored  in  location  and 
in  its  building  than  some  other  schools.  The  teacher, 
who  has  served  so  long  in  this  district,  has  been  called 
elsewhere.  The  new  teacher,  Miss  Carrie  McNeil,  comes 
from  Prince  Edward's  Island  and  it  is  evident  that  she 
is  not  lacking  in  those  qualities  which  make  the  English 
people  successful  in  almost  everything  which  they  un- 
dertake in  any  department  or  station.  During  her  few 
weeks  of  service  she  has  shown  a  willingness  to  work 
and  desire  to  excel.  She  has  had  much  experience  in 
teaching  near  her  home. 

There  has  been  much  trouble  caused  to  schools  1  and 
2  because  of  the  lack  of  suitable  heating  arrangements. 
The  furnace  in  the  new  building  has  never  done  good 
work.  There  must  have  been  serious  fault  in  its  set- 
ting up,  because  the  manufacturers  of  the  furnace  say 
that  it  is  in  use  very  largely  throughout  the  country  and 
that  it  gives  general  satisfaction.  It  is  a  failure  so  far 
as  our  schoolhouse  is  concerned  and  the  schools  have 
lost  much  time  and  the  town  much  money  because  these 
schools  have  at  times  been  dismissed  and  called  togeth- 
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er  again  after  hours  of  waiting.  This  has  happened 
several  times  during  the  last  two  years.  The  consump- 
tion of  coal  and  wood  has  been  very  large  and  the  heat 
has  been  conveyed,  or  has  escaped,  to  the  open  air  with- 
out accomplishing  any  good  results.  A  committee  was 
chosen  by  the  town  at  the  March  meeting  one  year  ago 
and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  some  thorough  work  will 
be  done  in  preparation  for  another  year. 

According  to  our  last  school  census  the  number  of 
children  in  the  town  of  Enfield  between  5  and  15  was 
103;  boys  119,  girls  74.  The  number  between  7  and 
14  years  143  ;  boys  86,  girls  57.  According  to  the  cen- 
sus of  the  year  before  there  were  children  between  5  and 
15,  182;  boys  117,  girls  65.  Between  7  and  14  years 
of  age  139  ;  boys  92,  girls  47. 

It  is  understood  that  within  the  year  the  towns  of 
Belchertown  and  Enfield  will  unite  and  form  a  union  of 
school  interests  and  have  a  superintendent  to  take  di- 
rection and  charge  of  all  the  schools  in  the  towns.  It 
is  hoped  that  when  this  is  accomplished  results  will 
prove  that  here  as  well  as  elsewhere  "in  union  there  is 
strength,"  and  that  our  towns  will  be  greatly  benefited 
by  such  a  movement.

Harper's  Magazine  and  Current  Literature  have  been 
added  to  the  magazines  heretofore  found  upon  our  table, 
and  the  Review  of  Reviews,  Scribner's,  and  Good  House- 
keeping have  been  bound  and  are  in  permanent  form 
upon  the  shelves  for  reference  and  use. 

We  have  added  257  books  of  fiction,  history,  science 
and  general  literature  to  the  library,  and  107  have  been 
rebound  of  those  in  constant  demand. 

During  the  year  9066  books  have  been  loaned  as 
against  6500  for  the  year  previous,  being  an  increase  of 
2566.  The  average  per  week  for  the  year  was  about 
174,  and  the  year  before  was  125.  This  indicates  a 
growfng  interest  of  the  people  in  the  library  and  an  ex- 
tension of  its  good  influence,  which  is  very  encouraging. 

In  November  the  Western  Massachusetts  library  club 
held  an  institute  in  the  Congregational  chapel  for  the 
promotion  of  further  interest  in  books  and  reading. 
This  club  is  so  cordially  devoted  to  this  good  work  that 
it  gave  its  services  freely,  and  its  addresses  were  greatly 
appreciated. 

We  are  glad  to  announce  that  by  the  kindness  of 
some  of  our  citizens  a  lot  has  been  secured  for  a  libra- 
ry building  site,  and  we  hope  that  by  the  generosity  of 
others  interested  in  Enfield  we  may  some  day  have  a 
suitable  permanent  structure  for  th'e  accommodation  of 
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the  books  and  those  consulting  and  loaning  them.  Such 
a  building  is  needed  very  soon  if  the  library  is  to  add 
to  its  number  of  books  as  usual  from  year  to  year. 

We  ask  your  further  confidence  by  appropriations 
which  shall  enable  us  to  continue  one  of  the  important 
and  helpful  of  the  good  works  of  our  town.
